Japanese troops, striving for a quick knockout against 
Manila and Singapore, were rocked back in their tracks 
today by the staunch defenders of Luzon and Malaya. 
The American and Filipino troops of General Douglas 
MacArthur, their lines shortened and their already high 
spirits raised by the promise of reinforcements, held firm­ 
ly north and south of Manila. 
MacArthur told it all in the shortest communique of the 
war to date: 
“Everything is quiet.” 
British imperial troops in Malaya, making a stand along 
the Perak River some 200 miles north of Singapore, re­ 
pulsed a large scale Nipponese assault with heavy casual­ 
ties to the enemy. 
It was confirmed that the British pur­ 
sued a “scorched earth” policy before evacuating the im­ 
portant tin city of Ipoh, in central Malaya. 
“Time Table”

A Tokyo military spokesman revealed that the yellow 
Aryans from the land of the setting sun have taken a leaf 
from Adolf Hitler’s propaganda book by utilizing an ima­ 
ginary “time table” in the battle of the Pacific. 
This anonymous minion of the Mikado calmly declared 
that everything w’as going “according to schedule” and 
that the fall of Manila would occur “within the first ten 
days of January.” 
Batavia newspapers were unanimous in declaring that 
“something is in the air in the southern Pacific.” They in­ 
dicated that a general Allied offensive was expected soon, 
and added that “the blow which will be given to the Jap 
will make him dizzy.”

THE RUBBER SITUATION 


And How It Affects Tires

W ith the declaration of w ar between the 
U nited States and the axis powers, the long- 
threatened danger 
of our principal sources of 
rubber supply has become an unpleasant reality. 
F rom M alaya and the N etherlands East Indies 
comes 75 per cent of the w orld’s rubber and 
these two countries are now under attack by 
our enemies.

ASHINGTON— Two men put over the 
labor-management 
no-strike-or-lock- 
out agreement. 
One was President 
Roosevelt. 
The 
other was Senator Elbert Thomas of Utah, 
former university professor and chairman 
of the Senate Labor Committee. 
For four days the 12 employer and 12 
AFL and CIO representatives deadlocked 
on the closed shop issue. The industrialist 
group demanded that existing shop condi­ 
tions be frozen for the duration of the w’ar. 
The union delegation insisted that the clos­ 
ed shop be subject to arbitration the same 
way as any other controversy. 
Feeling between the twro groups be­ 
came so tense in 
the secret deliberations 
that on one occasion CIO president Phil 
Murray moved that industry be called on 
to give up all its w ar profits. On this chal­ 
lenge the two factions split squarely. 
All 
the employers voted no; all the laborites, 
yes. 
Throughout the four days ut wrangl­ 
ing, Thomas, participating 
as 
Assistant 
Moderator, listened patiently without say­ 
ing a word. 
His only observation was a 
pointed remark during a recess that he 
“hoped the conference would not be dis­ 
rupted by meddling lawyers.” 
Thomas’s crack was aimed at John C. 
Gall, counsel of the National Manufactur­ 
ers Association. 
Repeatedly during the 
deadlock the employers had asked time 
out to caucus. 
During these private pow­ 
wows they w’ere counselled by Gall, who 
was not a delegate and whose presence 
around the conference chamber w’as view- 
ed with open hostility by the government 
representatives and laborites. 
Finally when an agreement appeared 
hopeless, 
Thomas 
quietly 
proposed 
a 
three-point formula: 
(I ) no-strike, no­ 
lockout guarantee; (2) all issues to be ar­ 
bitrated, with both sides pledged to abide 
by decisions; (3) creation of an arbitra­ 
tion agency. 
Note — Punning on Gall’s name, Joe 
Curran, scrappy left-wing head of the CIO 
wisecracked during one recess, 
“All Gaul is divided into three parts and 
the Manufacturers Association got four of 
them.”

women, and a temperature that is 
comfortable to women is usually 
too warm for men. As a result, our 
buildings are usually overheated 
in winter for the sake of th* 
women and over-cooled in summer 
to suit the men. Those who solve 
scientific problems with ease often 
lay this to constitutional differ­ 
ences. They say women are cold 
blooded and men are hot blooded. 
But in a certain industrial plant 
the question was settled more ac­ 
cording to the rigid tenets of sci­ 
ence. They simply had the women 
employees dress in the men’s 
clothes and the men employees 
dress in the women’s clothes. 


Resell of Experiment 


The resulting reaction was al­ 
most 
instantaneous. 
The 
men 
found the room too cold and the 
women found it too hot—just the 
reverse of what they had been 
complaining about the day before. 
It is possible to judge whether 
an 
individual's 
opinions 
about 
temperature comfort are sound by 
taking a scries of readings of the 
sk in temperature. 
The experiment Just mentioned 
was only one of a series conducted 
in the industrial plant under con­ 
trolled conditions. The room tem­ 
perature was 72* F. with a rela­ 
tive humidity of about 30% and 
an alt movement of about 20%. In 
the clothes that they were accus­ 
tomed to wearing, the skin tem ­ 
perature of the women was about 
2* F. lower than the men’s. Hands

w«r* •** choler. Vo make the wom­ 
en comfortable, temperature had 
to he raised to 76* F., hut the men 
were too warm at this tempera­ 
ture. 
When men dressed In women's 
summer clothing weighing a little 
less than one pound, it was found 


that they wanted a temperature of 
80* in order to be comfortable, but 
when they wore their own summer 
clothes 
weighing 
about 
three 
pounds, they wanted a tempera­ 
ture of 76* F. 
Weight of Clothing 
In the winter men wear from 
six to ten pounds of clothes more 
than women and in the summer 
from three to five pounds more. 
The answer seems to be very 
logical, but whether a revolution 
will occur when this news is 
spread around, is something be­ 
yond my power to predict. I have 
long since adjusted myself to the 
idea that I am never going to talk 
the women into wearing warmer 
clothes in the winter and I now 
wear summer clothes all year 
round and make the adjustment 
for outdoors in the winter by 
wearing an extra-heavy overcoat. 
I find in this w’ay that I am 
ahi* to enjoy the lively conversa­ 
tion of the gentler sex more con­ 
tinuously without feeling ss if I 
were being prepared for a barbe­ 
cue by a group of African cann!- 
bal*.
